"Would you consider the relation¬ 
ship# between the municipal coun¬ 
cils and school boards?" Mr. Lou tot 
asked. 

"The Government Is prepared to 
bear and consider all representa¬ 
tions.” the Premier assured the dele¬ 
gate*. “1 don't think that any sys¬ 
tem that puts the duty of collecting 
taxes on one body of men and the' 
spending of It upon another can work 
out satisfactorily.

Inquiry Would Be Ineffective? 

"There's no use etiqulrlng Into a 
system which you have admitted Is 
not In accordance wljh common sense 
—though perhaps you didn't put it 
that way,"/Alderman R. B. Andros. 
Victoria. Interjected. He said that 
the municipal authorities saw the 
Kchudl Hoard making many expend!- 
tin's* which the Mayor and aldermen 
would eliminate . or reduce. The 
Behind Board, he stated, placed elec¬ 
tric stoves in all schools, but he could 
not see ihe use of teaching girls to 
cook on electric stov.es when they 
would merry moR who would coo— 
slder themsches lucky to have ordin¬ 
ary wood BldV#*: "The present sys¬ 
tem makes children look down on 
their parents.” he affirmed. 

"Why not turn us over the collec¬ 
tion of the personal property tax and 
yqv keep the Income tax?**. Mr. Me- 
DMrmid propoeed. ' -r. a 

"If you got the personal property 


tax would you relinquish the liquor 
profits?" Mr. Hart asked. 

The delegates did not appear very 
favorable to this proposal. v 

Mr. Loutet suggested that rental 
values might be taxes. It might be 
wise to tax tenants many of whom 
now paid nothing for school and 
other privileges. 

"And yet the municipalities spend 
money to bring more tenants here— 
there must be an asset somewhere." 
Alderman Woodward argued. The 
only wise way at collecting taxes was 
to go where the money was to be 
found. It was wrong, he said, to col- 
| lect from a retail clerk receiving a 
small salary the same amount as 
that collected from a man receiving 
$1,000 a month. 

Questions Feasibility of Plan. 

Reeve Bridgman was inclined to 
agree with this contention and sug¬ 
gested that the Government increase 
the Income tag and uee the amount 
this obtained to cover health and 
educational costs. The service tax, 
he said, fhoifld be levied on a 
graduated ecale so that th# poor man 
did not pay. os much as the rich man. 

"Well, to’make up your deficit the 
Government would have to collect at 
least three times Lhe present Income 
tax and give two-thirds to the munl- 
1 1paliUes," the Premier pointed out. 
"Is that a; feasible proposition?" 

While the Government would not 
undertake the guarantee to the muni¬ 
cipalities any definite amount of 
liquor profit*, the Premier pointed 
out that the Government was financ¬ 
ing on the estimated revenue from 
liquor. -v

Bulb and Her 
Great Awakening 


Easter la at hand heralding the ap¬ 
proach of Spring with all lla glorious 
awakening from the hard grip of 
King Frost and his attendant min¬ 
ions—|c© and snow. True the snow 
has not affected us much here in this 
asctlon of the Province, hut by far 
the greater proportion of the Island 
haw 1 been visited considerably by the 
blanketting white folds of snow. 

During Winter all vegetable life 
Yakes a long, long sleep, like the 
shaggy brown bears of the timber- 
lands, but with the return of Spring, 
Nature delivers fresh life to all liv¬ 
ing things and growth again is ob¬ 
served. as the sap creeps once more 
Into the leaf, bringing forth wondrous 
'colons from the simplest forma of 
vegetation with which we are ac¬ 
quainted. 

The master artist. Nature, la 
beauteous in all her varying moods, 
from the storm and solitude of the 
long Winter months, through the 
awakening green of Spring-time,

The British Columbia office has 
been unusually successful In collect¬ 
ing the 1919 assessment. The gov¬ 
ernment's fiscal year will end on 
March St, and already Mr. tlenden- 
ning reports that more than 86 per 
cent, of the 1919 taxes have been re¬ 
ceived. The federal authorities esti¬ 
mated that the total tax for the year 
throughout the Dominion would be 
842,000,000, of which amount the Bri¬ 
tish Columbia quota was placed at 
81,600,000. By the end of February 
the various offices in the Dominion 
reported that $82,800,000 had been- 
collected and the British Columbia 
office had collected $100,000 more 
than its quota. In no province have! 
collections been paid more promptly ; 
than, or as close to 100 per cent, as 
in British Columbia. 

While collections In British Colum¬ 
bia during’ the past year have been 
good, the Inspector reports that they 
did not come us readily as In the two 
previous years when times were more 
prosperous.
